“At this hour of life arri de-th, under the menace of invasion 
for the last time I raise in free Germany a protest 
against 
this 
treaty of violence and destruction. 
I protest against this mockery 
of self determination, this enslavement of the German people, this 
new menace to the peace of the world, under the mask of a treaty of 
peace. 
“No signing can enfeeble this protect, which I raise and swear 
to.- This treaty does not lose its annihilating character by alter­ 
ations in detail. 
Protesting against it is useless and is at the risk 
of a new crisis within forty-eight hours. 
Our power of resistance 
is broken and there is no means of 
itself, however, does now give us 
wrested from us, viz., the entente s 
treaty can be revised from time to 
tions.

clared that the Germans regard the terms of peace as 
impracticable 
and that their signature is given under durress. 
Protests were made against the clauses concerning reparation, 
forfeiture of colonies and others. 
Asserting that the terms cannot be carried out and that the Ger­ 
man government cannot be made responsible for what may occur the 
note concluded by saying that the 
Germans will sign with reserva­ 
tions relative to the turning over of 
those

crime, and also the admission of the guilt of Germany in causing the 
war. 
The allied reply read in part: 
“The allied and associated powers have considered the note of

The allied and associated governments have given fullest consid­ 
eration to all representations hitherto made by the German govern­ 
ment with regard to the treaty and have replied with complete frank 
ness. 
They have made such concessions they thought it just to make, 
The present note presents no new 
arguments, or consideration not 
already examined.” 
The council declared that the time for discussion was past and 
the German representatives make a decision to sign and accept the 
treaty as a whole, or reject it.

HERE is many a calf of high 
degree which 
is worth 
its 
weight in gold when its value 
to the posterity of the herd is taken 
into consideration. 
Feeds are also like gold, of greater 
or less value according to the “alloy,” 
which in the case of calf meal should 
not be less than “18 carats fine.” 
It is now quite the approved thing 
to feed good calves on ready mixed 
commercial 
calf 
meals. 
Their use 
should be encouraged because of Hie 
value of whole and skim milk for hu­ 
man food. 
The digestive system of the calf is 
undeveloped and very delicate, de­ 
manding that careful attention be giv­ 
en to the amount fed. The average calf 
has an appetite in excess of its abil­ 
ity to assimilate. As a result it is ne­ 
cessary to control the amount and kind 
of feed consumed. Select a proper feed 
and don’t overfeed. 
t* 
To be sure that each calf obtains the 
amount of feed necessary, it is ab­ 
solutely essential that they he fed in 
individual pails rather than from a 
common trough. All buckets in which 
the liquid ration is fed as well as the 
'rough used for the grain should be 
kept scrupulously clean and the calf 
should be supplied at all times with an 
abundance of good pure drinking wa­ 
ter.

If calf meal is to be used as a sup-' 
plement to skim milk or butter milk, it 
should be tised in small quantities at 
first. As the meal ration is increased, 
the milk ration should be reduced, If 
fed in connection with whey, use the 
whey in exactly the same proportion 
as though water were being used, us­ 
ing the whole or skim milk as a por­ 
tion of the daily ration during the first 
month but substituting the calf meal 
gradually during that time. 
The formulae for feeding calves have 
all been carefully worked out by the 
manufacturers and the feeders should 
follow instructions implicitly. Feeding 
of roughage such as alfalfa or clover 
hay and ensilage is necessary. If they 
prove to be too laxative, substitute 
timothy or a good quality of oats straw 
during the first month or six weeks. A 
calf will begin to cat hay at ten days 
or two weeks bf age. 
Some of the most common and fatal 
diseases are caused by requiring young 
calves tcf sleep on a cold-damp floor, 
Treat thd calf Uke W other baby* rn .

and binding. 
The following concurrent resolu­ 
tion ratifying the proposed amend­ 
ment to the 
constitution 
of 
the 
| United States has been prepared 
by the National American Woman 
Suffrage association and will be 
used exclusively as the ratifica­ 
tion resolution in the various state 
legislatures. 
Joint Resolution: 
Proposing an 
amendment to the constitution ex­ 
tending the right 
of suffrage to 
women: 
RESOLVED, by the senate and 
house of representatives of the 
1 United States of America, in con 
gress 
assembled, 
two-thirds 
of 
each concurring therein, that the 
following article is proposed as an 
amendment 
to 
the 
constitution, 
which shall be valid to all intents 
j and purposes as part of the consti­ 
tution when ratified by the legis­ 
lature of three-fourths of the sev- 
j era! states. 
ARTICLE: 
The 
right of cit! 
zens of the United States to vote 
j shall not be denied or abridged by 
! the United States or by any state

Congress shall have power to 
enforce this article by appropriate 
legislation.

the amendment is as follows: 
The federal secretary of state at

(The resolution quoted above will

It is especially worthy of note 
that the resolution, as passed by 
the two houses must be identical
